At 1 o'clock in the morning, 
When by all calculations the sub- 
marine’s supply of oxygen had 
only about half an hour to run, 
the Admiralty announced that 
divers had heard faint tappings 
from the inside of the submar- 
ine. 

An official _ announcement 
-slightly later sald there was 
still hope at 9 am. that some of 
the submarine’s crew might bo 
rescued alive, 

At 5 a.m, divers again deacend- 
ed to survey the position, - and 
while below were in constant touch 
with the salvage vessels. 


Doom Sealed 


When they emerged the divera 
made a full report ta. the Admiralty 
oMciala in charge, and tho rescuc 
work was begun, : 

In spite of these optimistic 
statements little doubt remained 
on the part of thoae in the know 
that the 97 men inside the aub- 
marine were doomed.

LAUNCHES BOMBED 
On one occasion, two launches, 
the Kung Ping and the Kiang 
Ping—which are used to tow 
lighters from the seagoing vessels 
up past the barrier—were bombed 
hy a Japanese acroplane which 
dived low over them. 

Most of the bombs fell wide, 
but one.dropped near them and 
the engineer of the Kiang Ping 
was mortally wounded, 

Since Wedneaday lnst, the Ja- 
panese Navy's “terror-blockado” 
of Foochow has been reinforced, 
reports reaching Hong Kong in- 
dicate, 

Following ‘incidents involving 
trawler 42, an aeroplane. ap- 
peared and dropped four bombs 
on the south bank of the river 
near Kinpal Pass, 

Japnnese trawlers then opened 
fire at all sampans. 

GIRL WOUNDED 

A young girl on one sampan 
was hit by flying bullets, being 
shot through the leg and back, 
After the incident was over, she 
was picked up and, after belng 
examined by men from H.MS. 
Diamond, sent up-river, past tho 


barrier, to Foochow for treat-| 


ment.

The Kim Pal 
Forts fired five shots, which fell 
uncomfortably close to 
Inunches. and to the merchant}. 
shipping lanes, Nothing was hit, 
but while the Japanese launches 
decided not to risk it and retired 
in all haste, the various foreign 
ships moved further out of the 
line of fire. ' 

FORTS ATTACKED 
The launches must have re- 
ported that the silent forts were 
by no means deserted, for soon

“Things todo in an air raid” and 
it tells you what.to do if your 
house is damaged, if there is pol- 
son gas about, and if fire breaks 
out; another scction called “Extra 
Precautions” gives very full in- 
formation on how the public can 
protect themselves further by 
means of trenches, sandbags, gas 
Proof airlocks and other davices. 
The final section gives. informa- 
tion on the First Ald which it may 
be needful to apply, such as treat- 
ment for shock, for wounds, for 
burns and fcalds and for gas 
Poisoning.

A Personal ' 


OR forty years [ have succes- 

sively been in touch with 
many forms of human maladjust- 
ment, destitution und injustice. 
But never—except perhaps over 
certain Indian questions—have J 
dwelt in such a Heartbreak House 
ng the Refugee problem. It is juat 
ap though one stocd, hour after 
hour, day after day, with a amall 
group of people outside burn be- 
hind which hordes of men, wo- 
men and children were enduring 
uvery kind of deliberately inflict- 
ed physical and mental torture. 
We scrape at the bars’ with’ little 
files. A fow victima are, dragged 
painfully one by one through the 
vaps. And all the time we ure 
conscious that streams of people 
are passing behind us unaware 
of or indifferent to what is hap- 
pening, who could, If ‘they united, 
vither push down the bara and 


rescue the victims or—much more, 


dangerously—stop the tortures. 
There are many varieties of vic- 

tims and degrees of their suffer. 

ing. The majority, of course, are 
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Refugee Problem 


Jews and - non-Aryaus, together, 
perhapy, 2 million in Germany. and 
Austria and another quarter. of 
a million in the former Czecho- 
Slovakia; perhaps 
and a half million enduring less 
neute persecution in Poland, 
Lithuania, Rumanian, Hungary, 
Jugo-Slavia, Italy etc. Estimates 
vary. There are ulso the victin of 
political persecution ‘in every 
country under dictatorship, whose 
uumbera I have never seen estl- 
mated. They are enduring even 
worse things than the Jews with 
yrreater courage, because they are 
sustained by thelr politien] faith. 
Ther chose danger; the Jews have 
had it thrust upon them as a con- 
sequence of thelr race.

not create anti-Semitism or Nazi 
Fascism, except so far as these 
ure the products of the Versailles 
troaty, of non-enforcement of the 
Minority Treaties or of the aban- 
donment of collective security. We 
did bring about the destruction of 
Czecho-Slovakia through Munich 
and of Spain throygh tho hypocri- 
sles of the Non-Intervention 
policy. As to responsibility, some 
people apparently feel it only for 
the evil that they actually. 
others feol guilty of every bit of 
evil in the world which they or 
their nations—with which they 
identify themsclvos—fall to pre- 
vent, provided it was possible to 
“prevent or try to prevent it with- 
out creating a greater evil or neg- 
ilecting u more important duty. For 
Christians at least this view scoms 
inherent in Christian teaching 
concerning our duty to our neigh- 
*bour. 


Britain Least 
Generous 


For those of us who take the 
latter view, contemplation of the 
refugee problem is embittered by 
the knowledge that in proportion 
to their resources of wealth, land 
and influence, Great Britain and 
its Colonics and Dominions liave 
boen among the ‘least gencrous 
of civilised States in contributing 
towards 1 solution (the States 
which croato the problem being, 
of course, among.the uncivilised). 
For comparative figures and com- 
ments as outspoken as could be 
expectod in a.aemi-official pubtica- 
tion, seo Six John Hope-Simpson’s 
recont survey pf the. “Refugec 
Problem” .undartaken for the Ro- 
yal Institute of International Af- 


‘fairs. Somo indecd,of the British 


pogple, especially .the.Jews on 
bohalf not.only.of thair own pco- 
ple, but of Christians .as well (for 
whom Sir John says the Jows 
have done moro than the Chris- 
tian churches themselves), and 
the working and -professional 
clagses on behalf of the Spaniards, 
have lavishod money and. effort. 
But except in two respects, the 
grant made for refugees from 
Caecho-Slovakia and sundry con- 
tribytions for the relief of Spanish 
refugocs in Spain and France, the 
British government has, contri- 
buted practically nothing in 
money and has indecd immensely 
complicated the work of the vo- 
luntary organisations by. the 
rigidity of its restrictions on, im- 
migration. . 

As a result, the number of re- 
fugees, including children, in this 
country at the end of February 
was according to the official 
figures only 19,053, Probably the 
actual figure ia a few thousand 
more if those in fact though not 
Officially recognised as refugees 
are Include. ” 
‘The refugee question has been 
Yoised several times recently in 
Parliament. Tho Minister replying 
may be the Prime Minister or the 
Home Secretary or Lord Winter- 
ton as Chairman of the Evian 
Committee. But the purport and 
even the words of the reply vaty. 
very ilttle. There are always to:be- 
gin with:an acknowledgment-of 
tho terrible nature of tha problem 
and expressions of sympathy with 
the victims. Then comes a tribute 
to the work of the voluntary or- 
ganisations. Thon some account of 
the small, lolsurely stops taken 
by. the Government. Noxt, a Te- 
cltul of the obstacles—fear of 
Provoking anti-Semitism or tho 
Jpalousy of tho-unemployed,.or of 
encouraging other -nations to un- 
load thelr Jaws on to us. Finally 
an uncompromising refusal 
depart or ask othor ‘States to de- 
part from the fatal principle laid

or travelling experiences, or other 
happy memories—he. ta benefited 
about’as much as though he were 
soundly sleeping. 

A famous neurologist, Dr. 
Inndor H. Cortat, proved that to 
fall asleep quickly in aupremely 
natural, When he ‘put lively 
frogs and shrimps on their backs 
and held them immobilised, they 
fell asleep immediately.

Boris Sidis, noted psychologist, 
found that when children could be 
induced to He quictly they, 
would fall asleep without delay. 

Unfortunately, unlike — frogs, 
and children, modern adults 
have ambitions and — cares 
and responsibilities, An ex- 
tensive study of many indivi- 
dual sleep reports shows that at 
least 75 per cent of ‘all sleepless- 
ness ix caused by worry and am- 
bitious planning after retiring for 
the night.

To my query, “Under . what 
circumstances do you sleep best?” 
commonest ‘answer was, 
“After a_good_day's ‘work when 
I’ve done my beat.” Tf you'd like 
to sleep better, remember that! 
Even many unemployed men and 
women tell me that they sleep 
well on nights when they can 
honestly say to themselves, 4s 
they get Into bed, “This was 8 
terrible day and I got nowhere at 
all, But I did my best. Now for 
un good night's sleep so that T can 
do my best to-morrow.” 

One renson that we often fall to 
do a good day's work: in that we 
plan wrongly. Ina’ Claire, the 
noted comedienne, and many 
others have learned the better 


way to handle each day as it ar- 


vives. Misa Claire, on awaken- 
ing in the morning, immediately 
plans a buay, full day and makes 
her various engagements, ever 
before arising, by means of a 
bedside telephone, Too many of 
us dawdle along at our work, wait- 
ing to “get warmed 
postponing from hour to hour the 
hardor tasks until afternoon. But 
when Jt arrives we are, low 
energy, 80 they look harder still, 
So we put them off to: another 
day. Then we lic awake wonder- 
ing if we'll, be able to manage 
them at all!

“William James, the great pay- 
chologiat, realised that physically 
and mentally we are at our best 
in the morning. He knew the im- 
portance of getting off to a ying 
start each day. He advised people 
to have one hard task overy: day 
and get at it first thing in the 
morning before doing anything 
else. Here is the right way to 
work for sleep: bard assignments 
carly in the day,.then move to 
the easier ones, and finish with 
Then at night 
you are relaxed and not overtired 
mentally and physically. 

Millions to-day are sleeping on 
single beda and studio couches 
which are leas than 39 inches 
wide, and authoritles on sleep say 
that that width lessens the depth 
Other milliona are 
sleeping on beds which are not 
fully six inches, longer than their 
occupants, and that too ia a aleep 
disturber. 

We know now that every sleeper 
makes from 20 to 60 shifts of 
position during a typical sleeping | 
night, and there is no,doubt that 


a large bed enables us to make 


these shifts comfortably. And al- 
though thousands of years have 
passed since we slept in caves, in 
the darkness of night we still 
tend to aleep on guard, Careful 
atudy of sleepers indicatea that 
in too small a bed sleep is light 
because we are. unconsciously | 
afraid of falling off. i 

In addition, another factor ‘that 
allows freer shiftings from one 
position to another ia loose, am: , 
ple pajamas or gowns—none at all 
may be even better. Questioning 
hundreds’ of people disclosed the 
fact that about 40 per cent.-of the 
men alept—stark and = com- 
fortably naked. To-day ao many 
men wear only the coata of their 
pajamas that many hotel laundry 
slips list under “Pajomas” the 
words “Pajumar—topa only.” 

In addition to allowlng the 
sleeper to shift more casiy than 
when bound with sleeves, waist- 
strings, or crawling lowers, this 
practice of sleeping naked has an- 
other point in its favour which in 
causing many physicians to recom: 
mend it. Sleeping naked favours 
skin ventilation, the play of air 
againat the whole body surface. 
Some physicians consider this ex- 
tremely valuable. They say that _, 
perhaps the exposure to air we 
get when on the beach jin our 
awimming suits, or when playing. 
tennis in shorts only, may easily 
be more important to the body 
than the exercise itacif.

OT many of us can afford to 

support a full-grown phobia 

in the style to which jt in accus- 

tomed, so we struggle along with 

Nittle phobing which don’t amount 

to much, But big phobinn are 
made out of little ones, 

What's: your pet phobia’ Don't 
toss your head indignantly and 
pretend that you don’t have one. 
How about your startled-turtle 
habit of ducking under. the bed- 
elothen when lightning crackles? 
What about the near-nausea you 
experience when a snake wriggles 
across your path? And maybe you 
shy away from the tops of tall 
buildings because you're afraid 
youll jump off. 


These are full-fledged phobias, - 


important enough to have high- 
sounding medical names, Most 
of ua have them, or have had 
them, in mild form. Indeed, they 
are probably the most common 


of mental quirks, About one per- 


yon out of ten has a phobin which - 


has kicked over the traces and 
makes life miserablo for its awn- 
er and for those who have to live 
with him.

Harrington ia better able than 
most of us to figure out ways of 
making English super-simple, 
and helpful to unknown scholars 
of, say, A.D, 7000. 

At firat glance, this neo-phone- 
tic spelling looks amusing, Here 
are fumillar words like xeissors, 
snore, those, disguised ag sizjrz, 
snocr, dhocs, Dr. 
smiles at them, too. 

But, to people whu had never 
learned “plain English" the neo- 
phonetic way of spelling is de- 
cidedly simpler, and no funnier 
than the good old-fashioned way,’

Dr, Harrington explained some 
main pointa: 

English gets along on a 
twenty-aix-letter alphabet — to 
stand for thirty-three different 
soundi—eight vowel sounds and 
twenty-flve consonants. English 
spelling ia just about the world’s 
hardest. : 

But it need not be, declares 
Dr. Harrington. Every word can 
be spelt consistently the way it 
sounds, and without using any

HE great’victory proccasion of 
May 19 through the strects 
of Madrid has brought to the fore- 
ground of international preoccu- 
pations a new fact which must be 
regarded, ovon-if only provinion-

To General Franco's mind, this 
not

tleficlds of Las Navas,.Tolosa and 
Clavijo, the Chriat of Lepanto, 
Saint Brial and the Victorlous 
Cross of Alphonso III, all this 
was exhumed to create on im- 
perlal atmosphere around this 
man, in whose honour tho monks 
of Silos intoned the sixth century 
anthem reserved for the reception 
of the Prince according to the li- 
turgy of Liber Ordinum, The bon- 
fire of victory was lighted at Ma- 
drid with the flame of the votive 
lamp of the grent Captain, a lamp 
which Is kept eternally burning 
at St, Jamos of Compostolla. Gen- 
eral Franco wishes to creute an 
empire, 

According to his recent declara- 
tions and his authorised inatru- 
ments of publicity, the essential 
objects of the new Spanish regime 
are twofold: of 

1. National syndicallst revolu- 


tion. 
2. The restoration of the Span- 
‘ ish Empire, 

Is General Franco in # position 
to achieve these two ends? Can 
this be considered feasible In the 
present Spanish conditions? , 

The national syndicalist revo- 
lution advocated -by the Minister 
of the Interior, Serrano Suner, 
exists in fact;. it is no more than 
the Spanish version of German 
national socialism. 

As for the restoration of the 
Spanish Empire of the sixteenth 


century, this ia an fdea which Js 
discussed by many good Spanish 
patriots.

sent state of inferlority, This in- 
tellectual discipline, imposed by x 
series of national catastrophes 
due to the disproportion that had 
always existed betwen Spain’s 
real strength and the amplitude 
of her enterprise, fa actually the 
cause of the division between the 
two Spanish partics.

What can be the objectives of 
this imperialism? In the peninsula

—Portugal and Gibraltar. Portu- 
gal already regards with suspicion 
a neighbour who lacks modera- 
tion, ‘and remains prudently aloof, 

‘As for Gibraltar, it is clear that 
it could only pass into Spanish 
hands as the results of a world 
war lost by the British Empire. 

In North Africa, the Spanish 
Imperial expansion is no more 
than the instrument of an authen- 
tic German imperialism and of the 
Nazi revolutionary propaganda in 
Islam to make it rebel aguinst the 
democracies.
